But his fountain of gall 
is ineexhaustible and it may be possible that it will incite 
him to attempt to stem the current of public wrath, ex- 
ecration ond derision invoked by his double treachery to 
party and his continued treachery to the people of the 
State, through his subservency to the corporations, mo- 
nopolies and trusts. May the devil inspire him to the at- 
tempt, and may the fool killer spare all Republicans who 
would encourage his candidacy—if any such there be. 
With Bill Stewart as the Republican nominee, experts as 
they are as blunderers, the Democrats and Silver party 
men could make mistakes enough to insure the defeat of 
the weakest man they could put up against him. 
But 


such luck is too good to he hoped for. 


THE honors of victory in the late election held in the 


various States and some of the largest cities of the coun- 
try, seem to have been very equally divided. Neither of the 
great parties can claim any special advantage for next 
year's contest on the returns of last Tuesday. It is true 
that in some sections party prestige was lost or gained 
by one party or the other, but the changes were caused 
more fgom local conditions on the personnel of the candi- 
dates, than from the endorsement of any particular princi- 
ple or issue. In some instances the results were a surprise 
and indicated the independent action of the voters.

T goes without saying that at least nine-tenths of our 


citizens are in favor of a street railway between this 


city and East Reno, as all friends of progress are and 
should be. The Journal is in full sympathy with the pop- 
ular sentiment and has been and is, as a progressive news-~ 
paper, ready and willing to do its full share in the promo- 
tion of the desired purpose, being actuated by the double 
motive of journalistic duty and the more selfish incentive 
which influences, more or less all persons whose business 
interests are identified with the growth and progress of the 
City of Reno. 


The franchise which has been granted by the City Coun- 


cil and which will be voted upon at the election next Tues- 
day, contains, in the opinion of many, objectionable fea- 
tures in the matters of time, area of franchise and lack of 
assurance of the construction of the road in compliance 
"with the terms of the contract. It is a matter of grave im- 
portance to the people of Reno, and that the voters might 
cast their ballots understandingly, the columns of this pa- 
per have been open and freely used in the discussion of 
both sides ot the question, neither side being intentionally 
given any advantage over the other and no charge being 
made for any communication upon the subject. 
Having 


full faith in the wisdom, good judgment and integrity of a 
good deal more than three-fourths of the voters of the City 
The Journal has refrained from editorial expression in re- 
gard to the merits or demerits of the fanchise or other 
questions involved in the discussion. We will state howev- 
er in this connection that in our belief some of the objec- 
tionable features have been intesiflcd and exaggerated or at 
least unwarranted conclusions drawn as to the good faith 
of the franchise grantees, who in the event of the ratifica- 
tion of the franchise by the voteis would fail to i edee'm the 
solemn promises made over their signaluies in the col- 
umns of this paper. 
By so doing they would pioclatm 


themselves the most infamous of falsifieis and deseiving 
of absolute social ostracism and eternal non-intercourse 
with honorable men. In such event The Joutnal would cer- 
tainly dp its share towards making their lives not worth 
living unless the hand of this writer becomes paralyzed 
or his long' discftided vocabulary of invictives fail from 
disuse in its foimer potency. 


It is nonsensical to suppose that: even an inspired writer 


coxild formulate a franchise that would suit everybody anfl 
the one submitted is the only one to be considered at the 
present time. Its pros and cons have been pretty fully and 
ably discussed, and theie appears no reason why the vo- 
ters cannot vote intelligently upon the subject. 
As our 


people are practically unanimous in favor of a railway they 
have only to consider whether what they regard as objec- 
tionable features in this franchise outweigh the advantages 
to be gained by its ratification. In our opinion with the as- 
surance of the completion of the road within the prescrib- 
ed time the objectionable details are of comparatively mi- 
nor importance, an opinion perhaps not shared by some 
of our readers. 
At all events The Journal is confident 


that the voice of seventy- five per cent of the voters of the 
City of Reno will be in accordance with the spirit of prog- 
ress and for the best interest of the municipality, and we 
are willing to abide the result.
